Colorado Farmers Ready To Fight 
To Save Land From Homesteade~s

DENVER, Col., Oct. 5.—P) — 
Pioneer Coloradoans raanel today 
ito defend their farms against an in- 
‘flux of homesteaders who, the federal 
government has declared, are entitled 
» 20,000 acres of the richest soil in 
ithe west. 
| The government ruling sets forth 
‘that the Union Pacific railroad, 
through one of its subsidiaries, was 
given 20, acres too much under 
the land grant act of 1867. The land 
is, therefore, held to be open to set- 
tlement. 

Although the order was issued in 
June, it was not made public here 
until late yesterday, when William R. 
Eaton and Charles B. Timberlake, 
representatives in congress, began a 
hurried effort to have it rescinded. 

More than 200 pioneer families 
bought the land from the railroad, im- 
proved and farmed it for more than 50 


? years. 


Most of the disputed soil lies 
in Weid county, the center of Colo- 
radio’s sugar beet industry. 

Under the interior department’s 
ruling. the farmers who have~ocetu- 
pied the land for half a century are 
barred from filing becanse first rights 
go to ex-service men. Local officials 
said the department did not publish 
its action in nerspapers as is the 
custom. 

Publication of an aceount of the 
action by Colorado papers brought an 
immediate response from farmers, who 
declared they would not surrender 
their lands to “land jump urs” and 
would defend their property with force 
if necessary. 

The Denver land office reported 
some claims have been filed and more 
persons are seeking legal description 
of homestead lands daily. Officials

In Tokyo, the government enunci- 
ated its desire that the United States 
follow a hands-off policy. 

The Japanese government explained 
its opposition to American participa- 
tion was “most assuredly not due te 
any unfriendliness” to the United 
States.

SPANISH GUARANTEE 
ELIGIOUS FREEDOM 


MADRID, Oct. 15.—(/)—Spain, its | 
state separated from the Catholic | 
church, completed the religious section | 
of its new constitution today by guar- | 
'anteeing religious freedom within the 
limits of public morality. 

With President Manuel Azana at 
the helm of the new government, the 
assembly approved Article 25 of the 
constitution, which guarantees “liberty 
of conscience and the right to practice 
any religion compatible with public 
morals.” 

Then the assembly, as a matter of 
form, voted permission for the intro- 
duction of article separating the 
church and state.

THE DEAD FINGER SEASON 
Is 


. 


As soon as the weather becomes 
chilly, writes a Chicago man, the 
es and fourth fingers on my left 
han® go “dead.” By that I mean 
they turn a clay color and get cold 
and have no feeling in them, and 
sometimes it is an hour or more be- 
fore they are normal again. I am 41 
years of age and have had this trou- 
ble only in the past two years, and 
always when it gets cold 

A Brooklyn woman complains in 
the same mail that when the dull, 
chilly, clammy weather comes and 
the temperature is below 65 _~ her 
fingers and sometimes thé hands up 
to the wrists become what she calls 
dead. The nails look purple and then 
black. This condition lasts from half 
an hour to five hours. She is 45! 
years old and has had the trouble | 
for seven years. 

A Los ,Angeles man describes a 
similar trouble in the toes of one 
foot. 

Doctors call this affection Ray- 
naud’s affection. In some instances 
it becomes progressively worse and 
eventually actual gangrene of the af- 
fected fingers or toes occurs. 

In some cases the cause of the 
trouble is apparently chronic arsenic 
poisoning, usually occupational, some- | 
times from exposure to arsenic in a 
dye with which some fur garment is 
dyed, As we have told here previously, 
the doctor can confirm his suspicion 
of chronic arsenje poisoning by a 
comparatively simple clinical test. He 
first ascertains by ordinary chemical 
test how much arsenic is being elim- 
inated through the kidneys (there is 
a normal trace of arsenic in the urine 
of a healthy person). Then he in- 
jects into a vein a small dose of 
sodium hyposulphite (photographer's 
fixing agent). If this produces a dis- 
tinct increase in the amount of ar- 
senic excreted in the urine, it is 
reasonablé to conclude the patient 
has chronic arsenic poisoning. The 
same chemical, either injected into 
the vein or taken internally in larger 
doses over a period of a few. weeks, js 
one of the best treatments for such 
poisoning, and this’ treatment has 
proved of extraordinary benefit in 
some cases of Raynaud's disease. 

Another treatment which is giving 
much satisfaction in advanced cases 
of Raynaud's disease is surgical re- 
moval of the ganglia of the sympa- 
thetic nerve near the spine. This 
operation is simple enough and a 
minor one so far as the risk is con- 
cerned, but it calls for exact knowl- 
edge of the nerve anatomy involved.

As ‘an evangelist he was by far the 
most popular and beloved who had 
ever appeared in Ameriean pulpits and 
om religious assembly platforms, For 
over 20 years he had held the public 
eye and public ear with constantly 
growing fame and power to influence 
the thoughts and lives of@men and 
women in every walk of life.

When he died and men said “We 
shall not see his like again!” They 
spoke truly, for he was the product

He 
appealed for spiritual sympathy for 
the great peace-loving common people 
of Japan, that they might continue 
their progress in every phase of life, 
and that the unusual progress ~ of 
Christianity in his home land might 
be uninterrupted. 

He declared the great masses of 
people in Japan love peace, and desire 
that peace may obtain. Closely bound 
together by every human tie, the 
masses stand solidly behind the gov- 
ernment in whatever step it may de- 
termine to take. 

In his discussion next Tuesday of 
the subject assigned him it is expected 
that Bishop Akazawa will present 
some ideas and suggestion that, if 
adopted by western countries, will fa- 
cilitate the evangelization of the far 
east.

WAYCROSS, Ga., Oct. 15.—(%)— 
The Presbyterian synod of Georgia, at 
the close of its 87th session here to- 
day, went on record as lamenting the 
enforced action of the foreign and 
home mission boards in reducing the 
salaries of its workers and mission- 
aries, and the action which reduces 
the amount paid to beneficiaries of 
the Christian educational and minis- 
terial relief fund, urging the restora- 


tion of the salaries as early as pos- 
sible. 

The synod passed a resolution that 
greetings be sent to the world-wide 
Methodist conference in session in At- 

“Janta. The synod adjourned today 
after a three-day meeting which has 
been presided over by Dr. J. Sprole 
Lyons, of Atlanta, and at which a 
heavy volume of business was handled 
with harmony and a splendid spirit of 
optimism. 

On the final day's program a short 
address was heard from Dr. W. 8. 
Campbell of Richmond, Va., editor of 
the Presbyterian of the South, 
which publication a short time ago 
Was merged with The Presbyterian 
Standard. 


Memorials were read in tribute to 
the late Dr. Neal L. Anderson and 
Dr. A. D. Wauchope, prominent fig- 
ures for a number of years in Geor- 
gia synod and in southern Presbyte- 
rianism. 

One of the interesting discussions 
and the subject of resolutions passed 
by synod was that of the ministers’ 
annuity. fund. 

The Rev. H. 8. Goodykoontz, rep- 
resenting the department of religious 
education and publication in  Rich- 
mond, who for several weeks has been 
conducting special work in the state 
of Georgia, delivered an inspirational 
address on the work of his depart- 
ment. Mr. Goodykoontz referred to 
the work of his committee in ere | 
particularly in the promotion of 
young people's work the local 
churches. 

Young people’s conferences were 
held in each synod during the past | 
year and in a great many of the | 
presbyteries. There were 54 such 
conferences held and 6,764 young peo- 
ple were in attendance. In the synod 
ef Georgia, conferences were held in 
Agnes Scott College, ‘Decatur, Ga., 
and at Smyrna, Ga., for Atlanta 
presbytery; at Toccoa Falls ‘for 
Athens presbytery; at Houston Lake 
for Macon presbytery, and at Camp 
Marion for Savannah presbytery. In- 
termediate camps were held = at 
Smyrna, Ga., and Houston Lake, Ga. 


The committee promotes its work 
through field workers. Thirty-eight 
workers aided in this work this vear. 
The amount of work which these 
workers have accomplished is remark- 
able. They held nearly 3,000 confer- 
ences, attended about the same num- 
her of meetings, visited 6,000 homes, 
made at least 2,000 talks, helped over 
1,000 schools. In doing this work they 
traveled over 200,000 miles. In the 
synod of Georgia there are six work- 
ers under the direction of the com- 

. mittee of religious education. They 
work in five different presbyteries. 
The work which these workers did was 
very much like the work which is done 
by the committee as a whole. 


In this way the committee of re- 
ligious education and publication is 
endeavoring to promote a sane, prac- 
tical and spiritual program in the lo- 
cal churches, 

The Thursday devotional service 
was led by the Rev. BE. L. Flanagan, 
of Atlanta, the subject of whose short 
meditation was “Gethsemane.” A musi- 
eal program included a violin solo, 
“The Rosary” (Nevin) by Kendall 
Zeliff, accompanied by Mrs. E. 
MeLury, organist, and a vocal solo, 
“Teach Me to Pray,” by Mrs. J. H. 
Brewton. Reports of trustees and di- 
rectors of the following institutions 
were heard: Columbia Theological 
Seminary, Thornwell Orphanage, 
Mountain Retreat Association, Agnes 
Seott College, Rabun Gap-Nacoochee 
school, North Avenue Presbyterian 
School, Presbyterian College, Assem- 
bly’s Presbyterian Foundation and 
Coligny Beach.

There is no 
evidence that anyone is tearing his shirt to get ready. The foot- 
ball team is busy. It will take, or miss, Auburn right in stride. 
And by November there will be a good football 
squad at the Flats that will have a real idea of football. 

Eleven boys will not have been exploited at the expense 

of the remainder of the squad. 

The boys will have been given an opportunity to learn the 
game. They may have taken some raps getting there, but they 
will be there. 

This is also a tribute to the Georgia Tech factlty. 

Their coach was not forced to concentrate everything 

on trying to produce a winner, and nothing else. The

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—()—Given 
impetus by the decision of eight lead- 
ing eastern elevens to engage in two 
football rodeos at New York and New 
Haven early in December, the cam- 
paign to mobilizie the nation’s grid- 
iron forces in the cause of unemploy- 
ment relief took on fresh vigor today. 

From every section of the country 
came reports indicating that various 
conferences and colleges were prepar- 
ed {fo ssupend their rules relating to 
postseason play, and strike a lick for 
President Hoover’s committee. The 
response was considered remarkable in 
view of the fact that Owen D. Young, 
chairman of the committee, broached 
his plan only yesterday.
